Campaign  begins  alumni  drive 


Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College's  Investment  in  Excellence 
fund-raising  campaign  is  beginning  its 
alumni  drive,  the  third  of  five  campaigns. 

"We  are  counting  on  our  alumni 
to  help  make  the  campaign  a  success," 
Burlian  Walker,  executive  directorof  the 
foundation  and  alumni  affairs,  said. 

Walker  added  that  over  150 
volunteer  workers  are  needed  in  this 
specific  campaign. 

"We  are  currently  enlisting  co- 
chairmen,  vice-chairmen,  class  chair- 
men, and  class  captains,  and  we  should 
have  the  campaign  organized  by  the 
end  of  August,"  he  said.

The  seven  county  area  cam- 
paign, with  a  base  goal  of  $350,000  and 
a  $600,000  challenge  goal,  will  begin  its 
enlistment  of  leadership  later  this  sum- 
mer. 

In  other  campaigns  currently  in 
progress,  the  foundation  board/board  of 


trustees  drive  has  raised  $145,500, 
$20,500  more  than  the  base  goal  of 
$125,000.  This  drive  continues  toward  a 
challenge  goal  of  $250,000. 

In  the  faculty/staff  campaign, 
which  has  recently  been  completed,  Co- 
Lin  employees  pledged  $90,437,  ex- 
ceeding not  only  the  $40,000  base  goal, 
but  also  the  $75,000  challenge  goal.

60th  anniversary 


Time  capsule  burial 
climaxes  celebration

Sixty  years  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College's  memories  are 
being  preserved  -  permanently  -  for  fu- 
ture generations. 

In  an  afternoon  ceremony  at  the 
school,  faculty  members,  students,  and 
guests  witnessed  the  burial  of  a  time 
capsule  containing  the  memories. 

The  time  capsule  was  part  of 
the  year-long  celebration  of  Co-Lin's  60 
anniversary.  It  was  buried  in  front  of  the 
Oswalt  Library  and  is  to  be  opened  in 
2028,  the  college's  centennial. 

"I  have  mixed  emotions  about 
being  at  this,"  college  president  Billy 
Thames  said  at  the  ceremony.  "I  proba- 
bly won't  be  here  when  it's  opened." 

He  told  of  the  world's  many 
improvements  and  developments  since 
the  early  1930's,  including  computers, 
televisions,  vaccines  and  modern  plas- 
tics. 

'Things  have  changed  a  lot  in 
the  past  50  years.  What  kind  of  changes 
will  there  be  in  the  next  40  years?" 


Thames  said. 

"We  leave  one  thing,  and  that  is 
a  great  heritage.  We  hope  that  this 
institution  will  be  a  good  institution," 
Thames  continued. 

A  committee  of  Co-Lin  faculty 
members  compiled  the  items  for  the 
capsule.  The  capsule's  contents  include 
memorabilia  from  the  current  school 
year.  Copies  of  the  college  newspaper, 
a  1988  annual,  a  college  catalog,  three 
issues  of  the  Colinian  alumni  magazine, 
a  copy  of  the  college's  literary  maga- 
zine, a  New  York  Times  best  seller  list, 
and  other  artifacts  are  included. 

"Copiah-Lincoln:  60  Years  of 
Sights  and  Sounds",  a  video,  also  was 
buried,  along  with  letters  to  the  students 
of  2028  from  Thames  and  from  the 
wives  of  the  former  presidents,  Mrs. 
Maggie  Flowers  Ewing,  and  Mrs.  Nona 
Fortenberry. 

Thames  said  the  committee 
included  items  that  would  tell  future  Co- 
Lin  students  about  the  school's  history. 
'There  is  a  1973  speech  by  Russell 
Ellzey  made  at  the  1973  homecoming 
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Part  of  the  group  of  Co-Lin  retirees  and  board  members  attending  the 

time  capsule  burial. 
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which  gives  the  history  of  Co-Lin  from 
1915  to  1973.  The  rest  will  bring  the 
history  up  to  the  present." 

He  said  he  wrote  a  general  let- 
ter to  readers  40  years  in  the  future. 
Mrs.  Ewing's  and  Mrs.  Fortenberry's 
letters  tell  about  Co-Lin  during  their 
years  at  the  school. 

Mrs.  Ewing,  whose  husband 
James  Ewing  was  president  of  the  col- 
lege for  24  years,  said  the  campus  has 
grown  since  her  years  at  Co-Lin. 

"They've  built  so  much,  I 
couldn't  get  around  without  someone 
showing  me  the  way,"  she  said. 

She  said  she  is  pleased  with 
most  of  the  change.  "I  think  most  all  of 
the  changes  are  for  the  best." 

Mrs.  Ewing  said  she  would  like 
to  see  students  more  involved  with  spir- 
ited-oriented activities. 

"It's  harder  to  have  school  spirit 
and  closeness  when  there  so  many 
students,"  she  said  "I  would  like  to  them 
work  out  a  schedule  so  that  each  day, 
they  could  have  one  hour  available  for 
group  singing,  getting  together." 

She  said  she  and  her  husband 
helped  get  the  college  organized  in 
1928. 

"We  went  around  to  every 
community  and  school  in  Copiah  and 
Lincoln  counties  and  told  them  about  the 
college  plans.  It  went  over  very  well  with 
the  people." 

Miss  Julia  Guess,  a  music  and 
voice  teacher  at  Co-Lin  from  1953  to 
1 983,  said  one  of  the  biggest  changes  in 
her  30  years  of  teaching  was  the  in- 
creased facilities.

Nontraditional  students 
[ncrease  on  campus

Copiah-Lincoln  considers  itself 
to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  community. 
It  strives  to  remain  open  to  the  ideas  and 
needs  of  those  served  and  to  respond  to 
needed  changes. 

A  special  group  of  individuals, 
seen  in  increasing  numbers  each  se- 
mester, are  nontraditional  students. 

Nontraditional  students  may  be 
adult  learners  and/or  traditional  stu- 
dents seeking  careers  in  fields  which  are 
dominated  by  the  opposite  gender. 

Within  the  past  few  years  col- 
leges throughout  the  country  have  no- 
ticed an  increase  in  the  number  of  non- 
traditional  students,  and  Co-Lin  is  no 
exception.  Ralph  Frazier,  director  of 
admissions  and  records,  indicates  that 
340  students  are  overthe  age  of  25.  The 
majority  of  these  students  (243)  are 
females.  Available  data  also  indicates 
that  142  students  are  majoring  in  fields 
which  are  dominated  by  the  opposite 
gender. 

Much  is  being  done  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College  to  assist  the 
nontraditional  student.  Additional  eve- 
ning classes  have  been  expanded  to 
helpthe  adult  learnerwho  must  continue 
to  work.  A  wide  range  of  support  serv- 
ices is  available  through  Career  Serv- 
ices and  the  Single  Parent/Homemaker 
program  to  assist  the  nontraditional 
student  with  their  unique  concerns. 

Nontraditional  students  do  well 
in  their  academic  endeavors.  Many  who 
have  chosen  majors  in  the  vocational- 
technical  division  have  completed  train- 
ing in  one  or  two  years  and  are  em- 
ployed in  their  career  fields. 

One  such  individual  is  Teresita 
Case,  a  Professional  Food  Service 
Management  student. 

She  is  from  McComb,  is  mar- 
ried to  Laverne  Case,  and  has  been  in 
the  United  States  for  about  four  years. 

She  received  her  high  school 
diploma  from  the  University  of  Visayas 
in  the  Philippines. 

While  in  her  program  of  study  at 
Copiah-Lincoln,  Case  has  maintained  a 
4.00  grade  point  average  and  was  cho- 
sen as  the  Outstanding  Vocational  Stu- 
dent in  the  area  of  Professional  Food 


Service. 

Case  represented  Co-Lin's 
Vocational  and  Industrial  Clubs  of 
America  and  won  a  Gold  Medal  (first 
place)  in  the  State  Olympic  Skills  Com- 
petition in  the  division  of  Culinary  Arts. 
Case  also  competed  in  the  National  Skill 
Olympics  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  in  late 
June. 

At  the  present  time  Case  is 
working  at  Randazzo's,  a  five  star  res- 
taurant in  McComb  that  is  well  known  for 
its  fine  cuisine. 

Her  training  will  continue  this 
summer  as  she  studies  Professional 
Food  Service  Management. 

Case  shares  advice  that  many 
nontraditional  students  believe,  "With 
hard  work  and  determination  anything  is 
possible." 

Another  nontraditional  student 
who  has  benefitted  from  a  vocational 
program  at  Co-Lin  is  Danny  Lea  from 
Brookhaven.  Lea  graduated  from  the 
Air  Conditioning,  Heating  and  Refrigera- 
tion program  this  past  December. 

For  many  years  he  worked  for 
Armstrong  Tire  of  Natchez.  When  that 
plant  closed,  he  became  one  of  many 
dislocated  workers. 

Making  mid-life  changes  is  not 
easy,  especially  for  a  man  with  family 
responsibilities.  However,  Lea  entered 
the  program  and  excelled  as  a  student. 
He  graduated  from  the  Air  Conditioning, 
Heating  and  Refrigeration  program  with 
a  4.00  grade  point  average,  and  has 
taken  and  passed  two  of  three  parts  of 
the  National  Certification  Exam  given  by 
the  Air  Conditioning  Refrigeration  Insti- 
tute. The  Institute  only  allows  the  taking 
of  two  parts  at  one  time. 

Lea  is  presently  employed  on  a 
part-time  basis  by  Flav-O-Rich  Dairies 
of  Brookhaven. 

Even  though  nontraditional  stu- 
dents may  have  more  responsibilities 
than  the  traditional  student  coming  di- 
rectly form  high  school  to  college,  they 
seem  to  be  able  to  hold  their  own  when 
it  comes  to  studying.  Perhaps  the  value 
of  their  education  has  become  known 
and  thus,  a  prionty.  CSU

Ray  Hammons,  a  Wesson  na- 
tive and  a  1941  honor  graduate,  has 
been  named  to  the  college's  1 989  Liter- 
ary Hall  of  Fame. 

A  world  authority  on  the  peanut 
and  its  genetics,  Hammons  has  served 
on  the  editorial  boards  of  Agronomy 
Journal.  Crop  Science,  and  Peanut  Re- 
search newsletter  for  the  American 
Peanut  and  Education  Society. 

He  also  has  collaborated  with 
1 09  colleagues  from  six  continents  as 
co-authors  in  scientific  investigations 
with  the  research  results  being  pub- 
lished in  291  technical  papers  or  popular 
articles. 

Hammons,  a  resident  of  Tifton, 
Ga.,  has  contributed  chapters  in  various 
books  and  has  written  articles  for  three 
encyclopedias,  including  the  popular 
World  BooK- 

After  serving  in  World  War  II, 
Hammons  obtained  bachelors  and 
masters  of  science  degrees  from  Mis- 
sissippi State  College. 

In  1953,  he  earned  the  doctor  of 
philosophy  degree  from  North  Carolina 


State  University  while  also  serving  as  a 
crop  science  research  instructor. 

Serving  as  an  assistant  agron- 
omy professor  from  1 953  through  1 955, 
at  Purdue  University,  Hammons  then 
worked  as  an  Agricultural  Research 
Service  geneticist.  He  also  worked  with 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
cooperative  investigations  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Georgia's  Coastal  Plain  Ex- 
periment Station  in  Tifton,  Ga. 

In  this  position,  he  had  concur- 
rent leadership  responsibility  for  federal, 
regional,  and  state  projects  on  the  ge- 
netic enhancement  of  the  peanut. 

In  addition,  from  1973  through 
1984,  Hammons  was  research  leader 
for  ARS's  Crops  Research  Unit. 

A  lecturer  at  numerous  semi- 
nars, symposia,  and  scientific  meetings, 
he  has  served  as  a  consultant  to  the 
International  Peanut  Program,  the  Inter- 
national Board  to  Plant  Genetic  Re- 
sources, the  United  Nations  Conference 
on  Trade  and  Development,  and  several 
other  national  and  international  organi- 
zations. 


Hammons  received  the  1975 
Golden  Peanut  Research  Award,  the 
1980  Distinguished  Senior  Faculty 
Award  from  the  Georgia  Chapter  of 
Gamma  Sigma  Delta,  and  the  1981 
Distinguished  Service  Award  from  the 
Georgia  Peanut  Commission. 

Selected  as  Co-Lin  Alumnus  of 
the  year  in  1982,  Hammons  is  retired 
and  travels  extensively  with  his  wife, 
Annie  Ray  Howell  Hammons.  They 
have  three  daughters,  Mrs.  F.E.  Har- 
mon of  Rome,  Ga.,  Mrs.  G.C.  Eidson  of 
Palatka,  Fla.,  and  Mrs.  Sue  Hammons 
Bryner  of  Tifton,  Ga. 

Hammons  was  chosen  to  Co- 
Lin's  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  by  selection 
of  the  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  Committee, 
a  part  of  the  college's  English  Club. 

A  reception  honoring  Ham- 
mons, his  family,  and  former  inductees 
was  held  April  24  in  the  Oswalt  Library.

'Student  Success'  course  to  be 

offered  in  the  fall

struction 

A  new  course  in  "student  suc- 
cess" will  be  offered  to  students  at  the 
Wesson  Campus  in  the  fall  semester. 
This  course  has  been  in  the  planning 
stages  for  quite  some  time  as  a  part  of 
an  overall  effort  by  Copiah-Lincoln  to 
prepare  new  students  for  a  successful 
college  experience  and  beyond.  A 
special  committee  was  formed  by  the 
Presidents'  Council  to  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  administration  regarding 
this  course;  those  recommendations 
will  be  taken  into  account  in  designing 
the  course.  The  course,  which  carries 
the  prefix  EDU  1 101  and  is  called  "Stu- 
dent Success",  will  be  taught  first  and 
second  periods  MWF  for  the  first  five 
weeks  of  the  semester.  At  that  time 
students  enrolled  will  receive  their  final 
grade  for  the  course.  Grades  will  be 
posted  at  the  end  of  the  term  when  other 
grades  are  posted.  The  class  size  for 
each  of  the  two  sections  will  be  limited  to 
25  students. 


Mrs.  Ann  Bradberry,  who  is  Ca- 
reer Services  Coordinator  for  the  Wes- 
son Campus,  will  be  the  lead  instructor 
for  the  course.  She  will  conduct  the 
majority  of  class  sessions,  but  will  also 
schedule  other  college  personnel  as 
well  as  outside  personnel,  as  guest 
speakers  on  a  regular  basis. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to 
provide  a  strong  base  for  personal  suc- 
cess in  college  and  in  the  lives  of  stu- 
dents beyond  the  college  experience. 
Topics  to  be  discussed  in  the  course  will 
include  the  following:  interpersonal  rela- 
tionships, personal  values  and  goals, 
personal  money  management,  under- 
standing the  value  of  a  college  degree, 
knowledge  of  available  college  re- 
sources, learning  skills,  career  informa- 
tion and  planning,  and  many  others.  A 
survey  which  was  conducted  by  Mrs. 
Bradberry  in  the  fall  of  1988  indicated 
that  students  were  interested  in  the  col- 
lege developing  workshops,  seminars, 
or  even  courses  in  the  areas  mentioned 
above.  'There  has  been  a  great  deal  of 


interest  expressed  by  students  to  have 
such  a  course,"  said  Mrs.  Bradberry. 
"This  type  of  course  really  represents 
well  the  kinds  of  experiences  that  a 
community  college  is  supposed  to  pro- 
vide in  light  of  its  overall  mission,"  she 
said. 

This  type  course  has  been 
added  to  the  college  curriculum  at  sev- 
eral institutions,  such  as  Mississippi 
State  University,  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi,  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  the  University  of  Missouri,  and 
is  apparently  making  a  significant  differ- 
ence in  the  success  of  students.  The 
course  is  being  incorporated  into  the 
curriculum  at  Copiah-Lincoln  as  a  pilot 
project  and  will  be  expanded  to  more 
sections  for  future  semesters  if  it  is 
popular  with  the  students  and  faculty. 
The  course  is  primarily  intended  for  first 
time  entering  freshman  students  who 
will  profit  most  from  a  strong  orientation 
to  college  life  skill,  but  will  be  open  to 
other  students  who  express  a  strong 
desire  to  enroll. 


Scholar's  Bowl  takes  third 


The  Scholar's  Bowl  Team  on 
the  Wesson  Campus  place  third  in  the 
fifth  annual  Scholar's  Bowl  held  at  the 
University  of  Mississippi.

Wolves  repeat  as  state 
basketball  champions 


Lady  Wolves  win  Regionals, 
place  4th  in  nationals 


Tennis  team  wins  state,  regional 
titles,  goes  to  nationals 


The  Wolves  men's  tennis  team 
had  a  record-setting  23-0  perfect  regu- 
lar season  with  team  championships  in 
the  MACJC  State  and  NJCAA  Region 
XXIII  Tournaments  held  at  Millsaps 
College  in  Jackson. 

Natchez  sophomore  Joel 
Lessley  won  two  individual  titles,  captur- 
ing the  #2  singles  state/regional  champi- 
onship (Lessley  won  the  #1  singles  title 
in  1 988  as  a  freshman)  and  teamed  with 
New  Orleans  freshman  Chris  Giordano 
to  take  the  championship  in  #1  doubles. 
Lessley's  fourteam  points  in  singles  and 
his  share  of  the  four  team  points  in 
doubles  made  him  the  leading  tourna- 
ment point-producer  for  the  Wolves. 

Critical  team  points  were 
earned  by  Thibodaux,  Louisiana  fresh- 
man Mike  McCann  in  #3  singles  and 
Natchez  sophomore  Chuck  Rehm  in  #6 
singles. 

Critical  team  points  were  also 
earned  by  #5  singles  finalist  Tim  Flynt,  a 
New  Hebron  Freshman;  #1  singles 
semi-finalist  Giordano  (#1  seed  with  23- 
0  regular  season  record);  #4  singles 
semi-finalist  Johnny  White,  a  Menden- 
hall  freshman;  #2  doubles  finalists 
McCann  and  Rehm;  and  #3  doubles 
finalists  White  and  Flynt.

onship with  a  total  of  29  points.  Othertop  scorers  among  the 
twelve-team  field  were  runner-up  Hinds  with  28,  Northwest 
with  19,  and  Gulf  Coast  with  12. 

Coach  Mike  Mclntyre  was  selected  state  and  re- 
gional Coach  of  the  Year.  Mclntyre,  who  has  served  as 
president  of  the  tennis  coaches  association  since  1 984,  also 
was  the  state  and  regional  tennis  tournament  director. 

The  team  finished  1 5th  in  the  National  tournament 
in  Tyler,  Texas. 

Greg  Dykes  of  New  Hebron  was  chosen  an  Academic 
Ail-American.  Dykes  maintains  a  3.9  grade  point  aver- 
age and  is  one  of  only  four  community  college  students  in  the  state  to  receive 
this  honor.
